I am submitting to you the 1985-86 plan for the use of 
surplus reserves in the Wisconsin Housing and Economic 
Development Authority (WHEDA). The plan includes 
revisions by WHEDA following an audit report by the 
Legislative Audit Bureau and other revisions I have 
made to the plan. 

The most significant revision I have made to the plan 
is the creation of a new Plan Category 5, Economic 
Development Investment. I am working with WHEDA 
to create a Seed Capitol Fund to promote the creation of 
new businesses in Wisconsin. I have reallocated $I 
million from Plan Category 3, Short Term Lending, to 
the Seed Capital Fund in the new Plan Category 5. 
Consequently, I have also eliminated the allocation of 
Economic Development Loans in Plan Category 2, 
shifting the $2.25 million to Other Housing Loans. 

I believe WHEDA can play an important role in 
building a seed capital fund to promote new businesses in 
Wisconsin. The investment of SI million of WHEDA 
surplus reserve funds will be able to attract other private 
sector investments. A subsidiary of WHEDA will collect 
the funds and invest in new business ventures. The 
necessary legislation to allow WHEDA to make such 
investments is currently working its way through the 
legislative process. I hope you will support this effort. 

I have also changed the 1985-86 plan as submitted by 
WHEDA to include a separate allocation in Plan 
Category 3, Intermediate Term Lending, for Bridge 
Loans in the Community Housing Alternatives Program 
(CHAP). 
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1 hope you will agree with these changes and advance 
the plan through the remainder of the review process.
